It is net without justifiable pride that everybody points 
out to visiters the buildings which comprise the College. “hen the 
buildings were constructed in 1915, nothing was spared te make them 
as architecturally beautiful as those <f any other College in Quebec 
or for that matter in Canada. and today,twenty three years later, the 
beauty of the College buildings still impresses the hundreds of 
visitors who pass by the College every day «n their way to lLontreal. 

Today, Loyola is appealing fur help to meet the obligatiens 
which necegsarily has to be incurred in erecting the buildings we 
have today. Like all other Jesuit schools, Loyrla was not intented 
as a profit-making institution; the primary aim has been to give the 
best education possible to English Catholics, and never has a 
promising student been refused fcr lack of funds. 

‘The result has been that the Ccllege has hardly met the 
cost of maintaining the high standard of the Curriculuw,: let alcne 
the paying cff the capital debt of the schocl, and tcday finds 
herself unable to meet all cbdligations of interest and maintenance. 

On March 4 the College is going to make its first ~-appéal 
in twenty years fcr funds,- the amount $300,000. The success of the 
appeal will depend a great deal on the publicity it receives, and so, 
in order to keep the student body informed, a student committee 
headed by Senier has been formed with representatives in ‘each .class 
to tell the student body of all the latest developments in the 
campaigne .
